Botanists In Alarm. 

No little alarm is being felt 
among botanists at present at the 
rapid disappearance of the wild flow- 
ers of the Hawaiian islands. The flow- 
ers are beautiful beyond description, 
but many of them have become ex- 
tinct already. Some of them have 
very strange properties or habits 
For instance, the flower of the Han 
tree lasts but a single day, opening 
at sunrise and closing at sunset. The 
Koali-Awahu is another beautiful 
flower and it changes from purple to 
pink during the day. Some of these 
flowers, such as the Poolanne, bloom 
only in April and May. but the great- 
er number seem to bloom nearly the 
entire year Some of the vines are 
very prolific, one of them spreads 
over an entire acre of ground. One 
curious plant is a fly catcher, and still 
another lures unsuspecting insects 
to destruction by a peculiar odor and 
light.

One of the cheapest ways to 
make hydrogen gas is to act on zinc 
with sudphuric acid. Sulphuric acid
